Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

(1.) Regclatioks dated the i2nd April 1S9.5 under Sect. 6 (4) and (6) of the Purchase of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, a.s to the apporioument of the Guarantee Fund : — 

Regulaiions under Section 6, Sub-sections 4 and 5, of the Purchase of Tjand (Ireland) Act, 1891, 

By the Lord Lieutenant-Qenorul and General Govei-nor of Iroiaud. 

lIoccnTox. 

We, Roljert Baron Houghton, Loitl Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, with the 
consent of the Treasury and in exercise of the powers in Sect. 6, Sub-sectious 4 and 5 of the Pmxhjise of 
Land (Irrhind) Act, 1891, and every other power enabling us, do hereby make the following regulations, 
that is to say ; — 

nHJl. These regulations may be cited as the Purchase of Xjund, Iroiaud, Act, 1891 (Guaimitee Fund 
Apportioument), Begulatioos, 

2. In the construcCion of these regulations, unless there is something in the context repugnant thereto, 
the following words and expressions shall have the meaning hereby assigned to them, that is to say 
The Act means the Purcliase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
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The prohate duty grant means the Irish probate duty grant under the Probate Duties (Scotland 
and Ireland) Act, 1888. 

The probate duty ( Dublin Society) grant means the sum of 5,00U/., jiortion of tlie ]>robate duty 
grant payable to the Koval PubliD Society under the last-mentioned Act. 

The probate duty (j)oor law union) grant means the moiety of the balance of the probate duty 
grant distributable among the Guardians of the tlnions in Ireland under the same Act. 

The pi'obuteduty grant means the remaining moiety of the balance of the probate duty grant 
payable to the mad authorities in Ireland under the same Act. 

The custom and excise duties gruat ine;ins the Irish .share of the hioal taxation (custom niul excise) 
duties under the Jjocal Taxation (Customs nnd Excise) Act, 1890. 

The custoiiLS and exci.se duties (n.iti()iial ednciition) grant means the sum of 78,OOOZ., ]>ortion of tlie 
custom.? and e.vcise duties grant payable anmiAlly to and distributable by the Commissioners 
of National Education in Ireland, under the la-st-nientioned Act. 

The custom and excise duties (intermediate eclucution j grant meima the residue of the customs and 
excise duties grant payable annually to anti di.strihutable by tlie Comiuisaiouers of Intermediate 
Educntiuii in Ireland, ujider the last-mentioned Act. 

The Govemmeut rates grant means the grant for rates and conirihutious in lieu of rates on 
Government pioperty in Irrhind. 

The model and national scliooU grant meati-s the gmut for the cxjieii.se.s of iLc Coiuinissioiiei-s of 
National Education iu Irehuid, uuder the iiccounts heade<l model schools and uuiional schools. 

The industrial schools grant means the grant in aid of the ntaintenance of cliildrcn in industiiol 
schools iu Ireland. 

The workliouHe grant meuiiH llic grant in aid of the salaries of schnohnasters and Hclioolmislrosses 
in workhouses iu Ireland, r>f the salaries of inedicalofficoi-s of workhouses and of dispensaries in 
Ireland, and of the cost of mifliciues aud inodicnl nml surgical iipplbuices iu Ireland, nud of the 
salaries of officers aiipoLutod or ouistitutoil under tlni Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1S7S. 

The lunatic asylum grant means the grant in aid of the cost of niainU-iiauec of j«iui>er lunatics in 
district asylums in Irehuid. 

County at large nipans a county containing a congested diatricta coiiuty. County includes a 
congested district? count}*, aud also the residue of u couuty at largo, after deducting a congested 
districts county. 

An excluded municipal borough means any of the boroughs meuticiicd in the second schedule to 
the Act, that is to say : — 

Dublin, 

Cork, 

Kelfast, 

Limeric-k, 

Londonderry, nnd 
Waterford, 

So long na the Act does not apply to suclt borough. 

The expressions “ a model school aiea,” '*u national school area,'' *‘an industrud school area," 
meins she district beuelited by a model, n natiouiil, or an industrial school, reaixictively, and the 
expression “Fichool area'' includes all such areas. 

A local area includes any of the foregoing areas, and also an urban sanitary district, a lunatic 
asylum district, a poor law union, mid a bivrony. 

Intersecting areas tueana any of the foregriing areas which intersect each other. 

New area means uuy kwal aiva which may hereafter he ci-eated, or declared by the Lord Lieutenant 
to be a school area under Clause 4 of these regulations. 

Administrative authority means (os the cose may be) — 

The Ti’Ciit.uryi 

The Ciiief Secretaiy for Ireland, liereinafter called the Chief Secretary ; 

The Irish Land Commission, lieieiunfLer called the Land Commission ; 

The Commis-siouera of N.alioiml Education iu Ireland, hereinafter called the Commissioners 
of National Education ; 

The Coiiiuiissioners of I iiterroediate Education in Ireland, hereinafter called the Ca)mmts- 
sioners of lutcrmoliate Education : 

The Inspector of ludnsnial Schools in Ireland, hereinafter called the Inspector of Industrial 
Schools ; 

The Local Gorerninent Bonrd for Ireland, hereinafter called the Local Government Board : 
The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, hereinafter called the Ins()ectora of Lunatic 
Asylums ; 

The Congested Districts Board for Ireland,. hereinafter called the Congested Districts 
Board ; or 

The Royal Dublin Society, hereinafter called the Dubliu Society. 


Any woi*ds and expressions in these regulations which are not hereby definerl and are deRned in the Act 
shall have the same meaning as iu the Act, unless there is something in the context of the regulations repug- 
nant thereto. 


3. Tne share of an excluded municipal borough, or of a ct.uiity, iu any constituent part of the Guarantee 
Fund in which such exclufled iuuuici]ml borough or county may be entitled to participate, shall be ascertained 
on the ImsU of the sums distributable in resjiect of the complete areas anil the portions of intersecting areas 
sitnate within the limits of such borough or county. Pni\"ided that the sliore of an excluded iminicipai 
borough, in tlie Exchequer contribution, shall be ascertained in the manner provided by Sect. 5, Sub-sect. 2 
(6) of the Act. 

4. The Lord Lieutenant may, whensoever he may deem it expedient for the pai*poses of these regulations, 
upon the recommendation of the CommissiouerB of National EdMCaticm as regards model schools and national 
8chools,and of the Inspector of Industrial Schools as regards industrialschools, declare what districts are benefited 
by such schools respectively, and thereupon such districts respectively shall be school areas for the purposes oi 
these r^ulations

partitioned or divided, and each |uji-tiuu thereof shall lie couaiilered ns [uirt of the countr, 
excluded uiunici{Ml borough, or lai'ger local urea (us tiie case may bo) within which the 
same is situate. 

(ii.) All sums payable in I'espect of an intersecting area or holding sliall be n]i|>oniuiiod in 
propoition to tho rateable value of the swtions into wliicli it is deemed to be divided. 

(iii) No pfU'titiuii shall be made under tliis regiilatiuu which would I'esiiU in cutting olT an 
insigniticaut section, that i« to sny, with refei-euce to a county, excluded munici|ial bnniugh, 
or local arciv a section of a leas annual rateable value than 100/., and with reference to & 
liuldlog a section of less annual rateable value than 20/. 

6. The Cliiof CommiBsioner of Valuation shall, on the requisition of the Chief or Uinler-Seci-etary or of 
any administnitive authority requiring the same for the purposes of these regiilacious, cause auy new aivu, and 
also the several sections of un intersecting urea or holding to be sepirratcly valued. 

7. Any apportionment of the Guarantee Fund, or any portion thereof for the purix>sn.s of these 
regulations, shall, unless the contrary is specified, b« made on the fullowing basis (horeiuafter called the 
]>rc4cribe<l bo-sis), tlist is to say, on the buis uf tlie liimncial year* in which the up|>oitioninenC is made 
(hereinafter called the duancial year of apportionment), iiccovding to the best estimate which can b« formed of 
the amount of tlm Fund, and tlie several cou-stitiient parts tliei'eof, to liecome distiibutable duriug such year. 

Provided always that if the pio|>ortiuns in wliich the Guariintee Fund, or auy cousiitiieut part thereof, is 
proiierly distributable ca.nnot he u])|>ro.xiinately ascertained in auy linunuiiil year Irefore the 1st day of June, it 
shall be presumed to be distrLbutable on the bisis of the jireccding fimincial yeai' ; or wlien tliis cannot l>e 
ascertained, on the Insi-s nf the preceding calendar year ; and in any such case the ailminstr.itive anthoi'ity, 
wliose duty it is to furnish the estimate hereioafter mentiuned, sliaH make out such estimate on such pivsuuied 
basis. 

S. The share of ft county ill the Guarantee Fund and the several constituent portions tliereof for any 
year sliall he ascertained in the following inniiuer, hereiuanier called tliu prescribed nuuiimr, that is to say: — 
(i.) All sums ^viiil to the Gnarantec Fund in respect of arrears of juu-chiise aiimiides shall be 
excluded from coii.sidemtiun, 

(ii.) Tlic appropriate administrative authority shall, on or before the 1st day of June in each year 
fumi.sh to the Luiil Lieutenant an estimate, hereiiuiftov called the prescribed cstiinatf, of the 
sums distrihutalile in the counties re.s|iecbively during the current financial year, out of the 
portifiii.s of the Guamiitce Fund with which such authoritie.s are lesjiectively couversaut. 

(iii.) In the succeeding financial year, together with the pre.scrilx*d estimate fur that year, the ad- 
ministrative authority sliall funii.sli to the LonI Lieutenant an account, hereinafter called the 
prescrilied account, of such suiiw ns were iurtimlly dLstributable per county in the preceding 
fnaucial year; or calendar year, if so taken under Hog. No. 7.

Pro'vided always that it sliall be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant on the i-ecoinniendatiim of the appropriate AdiuIuLstrative Authority, or for the 
said Administrative Authority, us the case may be, to make, y>encling such Pro'isional 
Apportionment as aforesaid, iuUi’im payments of sucli amount as tliey may deem advisable 
to or in tho counties respectively on foot of their l•esI«Jctive expectant shares in such consti- 
tuent jmrt of the Guarantee Fund. 

(v.) When the pre*aerilx*d accounts have l>eeu rereived, all necessary corrections shall l>e made in the 
Provisional Appoi'tioiiment Table for the preceding year, which, when so corrected, shall be 
signed by the (.’liief or Under Secretary, and w'heii so signed, the corrected table, liereinafter 
called the Absolute Apportionment Table, shall be iHiiue absolute, and the figures appearing 
therein opi>osite the name of each county in tlie Absolute Apportionment Table shall lie the 
share of that county in the Guarantee Fund, and the respective constituent portions thereof 
for the year to wliidi the table relates (i.e., the then preceding vear.) 

9. AVhen it ap|wars from a ooniparison of the Previsionul and .\l«olute A]ipovtioninent Table.s for any 
year that a county has been overpaid or underpaid on foot of its share in the Guarantee Fund or any consti- 
tuent part thereof, the deficiency nr excess, as the case may be, way be added to or deducted from the 
amount payable to that county in res|»ei;c of the .share under the Provisional Apportionment Tab’efor the suc- 
ceeding year, or any constituent part of such share. 

Provided that such deficiency or excess shall be primarily chained against or credited to the constituent 
part of the Guarantee Fund in respect of wbicli the error was originally made.

2. The fourth sub-section of the Twenty-first Regulation of the Purchase of Land (Irelaud) Act, 1891 
(Quaruntee Fund Apportionment), Regulations relating to the ascertainment of the ApiHirtiuneil parts of the 
congested districts counties respectively in the interest on the Church Surjdus Grant is hereby annulled, 
and in lieu thereof the following regulations shall take effect as if it originally formed part of the said 
Regulation 21 (that is to say) : — The Congested Districts Board shall ascertain siicli apportioned part for 
the congested districts counties respectively upon the basis of the population of suoli counties respectively 
at the last census for the time lieing; and for this purpose the Registrar Geneml sluJI, wheusoever 
recpiired by the Congested Districts Board, furnish them with a return of the ]x>pulatiou of each congested 
districts connty os ascertained by reference to and ou the basis of such census as aiores.aid.

Whei-eas Section 4 of the Purchase of Lmd (Ireland) Act, 1891, contains ccriain jaovisioiis respecting 
the ajiplication of the monejTi constituting the “Laud Purchase Account" established under that noction, it 
being enacted, aniong.st other things, th;it there sludl be paid to the “ Guavantee Fund ’’ esraldislied under the 
Act an annual sum referred to as the “ county i>orcentage,” and that tlie whole or a p;u-t of such percent^e 
not j'Cquired for the p»ir|>oses of the Guaiuntee Fund shall bs piitl out of that fund to the Bocal Taxation 
(Ireland) Account, aud applied towards the cost of providing laboiirei's' cottages under the LaUnirei's

And whoieas the proportion «if the shares of the counties in the Irish E-state (formerly Probate) Duty 
Grant is, having regard to the said 3rd Section of the said Act of 18SS, the proportion wliich tlie expendi- 
ture of the Grand Jury of each county out of any cess or rate on roods and bridges during the year ended 
tlie 3Ist l)ecenilx*r, 1887, as certified by tlie Local Government Board for the ]jurj)Ose of the Estate (formerly 
the Probate) Duty Grant, bears to the total of such ex|>euditui‘e by Graiul Juries. 

And whereas it i.s eimcfccd by Section 39 of the Innd Law (Ireland) Act, 1896, that the pow er coufeiTed 
on the D»rd lieutenant by the said btli section of the Purchase of liand (Ireland) Act, 1891. t«i make regula- 
lations for the ai»pHcation of the moneys therein mentioned towards tin- cost of providing labourers’ cottages, 
is thereby extended to inclmle u power to mnki' regulations fur the upplicarioii of tbase moueys towards 
defruyiiig any costs incurred at any tiino after the iKusMug of tlie said Act of 1891 in jiroviding such 
cottagea 

And whereas tlie Ijvbourers (Ireland) Act, 1891 : the Dibourers (Ireland) Act. 1892 : and the Labourers 
(Ircliind) Act, 1896, are cuustrued as one with the Labourere (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1880. 

Now, tliereforo, We, George Henry, Earl Cadogan, Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of 
Ireland, in pursuance of the powers vested in L’s as ai'oresaiti, do hereby vlirect that the following ri'gulations 
shall 1>e o1>serv(sI in the upplicatiou of the share of each of the counties in Ii-eland in tbc said residue of the 
Exchequer concribution. 

1. In any county where costs shall liave been incurred at any time after the pa.ssing of the Purchaj^ of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in providing labourers' cottages under the Lahouvers (Ireland) Acts, the share of 
the residue of tiie Exchequer contribution accruing to such county shall be distributed amongst the unions 
•wholly or partly .situated in the county in wiiich such cottages shall have been provided, in the proportions 
and subject to the conditions hereinafter set forth. 

2. Each iHstributiou of a share of the i-esidue of the Exchequer contribution in a county in which 
cottoges under the Labourers Acts shall Iinve been prorided since tlie passing of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, sb.sU be in proportion to the amount of expenses, exclusive of expenditure from loans, 
but inclusive of vepnymeuta to the Cummissionei-s of Public Works on account of loans, paid by the Boards 
of Guardians of such tinions in i-especl of such cottages diuing the year- ended the 29th of September 
preceding the year in which the distribution is luude. 

8. The sum accruing to a county in which costs shall have been incurrotl at any time after the passing 
of the Pnrelwse of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in proriding labourers’ cottages under the Labourers (Ireland) 
Acts, shall, subject to the conditions hereinafter mentioned, be divided among those unions within which 
cottages shall have been provided, and in respect of which exjieiises shall have been paid or become payable 
during the year preceding the year of distribution as mentioned in the foregoing regulation. 

4. For the purpose of these regulations cottages shall be deemed to have been “ pro\nded ” when they ore 
certified to bo ready for occuj»tion. 

5. When the amount due by any Board or Boaixls of Qxurdians on account of loans, or otherwise, in 
respect of cottages provided since tlie jiassing of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, is less than the 
amount of the share or shares of such Board or Boards of Guardians of the said residue of the Exchequer 
contribution, according to these Eegulations, such Board or Boai-ds of Guardians shall only receive, respec- 
tively, the actual amount or amounts due by them in respect of such cottages, including any principal of 
loans remaining unpaid, and the balance or balances of the share or shares shall remain to tlie credit of xhe 

Taxation (Ireland) Account in the Bank of Ireland until Wc shall otlienvise direct ; and, in any county 
where costs shall not have been incuri'ed at any time after the passing of the Purehiise of Land (Deland) Act, 
1891, in providing labourers’ cottages under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, the sbaxe of the residue of the 
Exchequer contribution accruing to such county, nscertainecl in the manner above described, shall, likewise, 
remain to the credit of the Ijocal Taxation (Ireland) Account in the Bank of Ireland until We shall otherwise 
direct. 
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6. Subject to the foregoing regnkhioos the said reeidue of the Exchequer contributioa applicable towards 
the «oat of providing labourers’ cottages under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, shall be primarily applied 
towards the paynjent of any instalment or instalments due on account of, or towards the payment or reduc- 
tion of any balance remniuing due ou foot of loiins contracted in resjiect of such cottages in the order of 
priority of such loans ; providw thvfc the Local Government Board may, before or instead of so doing, apply 
any pai*t of the said residue in discharge of any debts of the union, in res^Kct of such cottages. 

7. Tiio guardians of a union in which costs shall have been inenrred at any time after Ihe passing of the 
Purchase of I/md (Ireland) Act, 1891, in providing cottages under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, shall 
distribute any moneys received by them out of the sail resirlue of the E.xchcquer contribution amongst 
the electoral divisions of the union situate in the couuty in respect of which such moneys are paid, in 
pro|K>rtion to the amount chargeable to each such electoral division during the year in respect of which the 
distribution is made on account of the cottages thus provided, but so that no cottiges situace<l in an electoral 
division outside the county in res]iect of which such moneys are paid shall be token into account. 

8. The Local Government Board on receipt of a return fi-om Us of the sum available for distribution 
each year shall furnish to Us, as sooa as may be practicable, a Schedule showing the amounts to which 
unions in each county are severally entitled. 

9. The sums payable to such unions, respectively, as shown by tbe Schedule, so to be furnished to Us 
by the Local Government Board, shall he paid out of tbe L'oeal Taxation (Ireland) Account in the Bank 
of Irelond by Ordara made by Us on the Governor and Company of that Bank, to the Commissioners of 
Public Works or to the Boards of Guardians of such unions (as tbe case may be), except in tlie case of 
any union in which an Inspector of the Local Government Board may have beeu invested witli the powers 
of tbe Board of Guardians (the sanitary authority) under tbe Labourers (Ireland) Acts, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891. Where an Inspector shall have beeu so invested, as afore- 
said, tlie amount shall be paid to the treH.‘'urer of the union to be placed by him to the credit of an account to 
be called the Labourei-s Acts Account, and to be issued on cheques signed by the Ins]iector and countei-signcd 
by the clerk of the uniou. 

10. Nothing in these regulations contained shall limit, or in any way afiect Our rigid, on any ropiesenta- 
tioQ made to Us by the Local Government Board that any part of the said residue of the Exchequer contii- 
bution cannot with advantage be applied towards the cost of providing labourers’ cottages, to oi'dei' the same 
to be applied as if it were the share of the county in the Irish Probate Duty Grant. 

11. These regulations shall continue in force until amended, altered, or revoked by any subsequent 
regulation which may be made by Us.

Whebfus “ The Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (Guarantee Fund Apportionment) Regulations” 
were duly made ou the 22nd day of April, 1895, under Section 6, Sul>^6ction.s 4 and 5, of the Purcliaae of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 ; and whereas, it appears to Us expedient to alter and amend tbe said regidationa 
as follows : — 

Now, therefore, We, George Henry, Earl Oadognn, Loivl Lieutenant-General aiid General Governor of 
Ireland, with the consent of the Treasury and iu exercise of the powers in Section 6, Sub-sections 4 and 5, of 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1S!)1, and any othei' {xtwer enabling Us, do hereby make the follow ing 
Regulations : — 

These r^ilatious may be cited as the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (Guiuuntee Fund Appor- 
tionment) Amended Regulations, 1S97. 

Clause (ii) of Regulation 8 of said regulations is hereby revoked, aud the following Clause is substituted 
therefor ; — 

(ii ) The appropriate administrative authority shall, whenever called by the Lord Lieutenant to do so, 
furnish to the Lieutenant an. estimate, licretoMter called the pi-esoribed esUnutte, of the earns disbri- 
butahlc in the counties, r<*si)Cctively, during the ouiTeut finamiinl year one of the portions of the Guarantee 
Fund, ^vith which such authorities are re-'pectively conversant. 

Clause (i.) of Regulation 15 of said regulations is hereby revokcil, aud the follow Lag Ck'tsc Is substituted 
therefor : — 

(i.) The share of a county in the Customs and Excise Duties (National Education) Grant shall be calcu- 
late on the prescribed basis, and ascertained by apportioning the sum distributable within the Bn-mcial 
year, concerned in the ratio of the sums distributed in the year ended on the 31st December falbng 
within such financial year, or if returns for such calendar year be not available, then in the ratio of the 
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8otn9 distributed iu tlie lost yearly i>eri<Hl for which returns are arail&blu, and the Comraissionera of 
NationoJ Education shall l>e the administrative authority to furnish tlie prescribed estiuiatc and prescribed 
account. 

Hegulation 17 of the said regulations is hereby revoked, and the following regulation is substituted 
therefor ; — 

17. The share of a county in tlie Model and National Schools Grant shall be calculated on the pre- 
scribed basis, and ascertained by apportioning the sura distributable withia the tinaacuilyeiu' conceraeil 
in the ratio of the sum distributed in the year ending the 31st December, falling within such hnoiicial 
year, or if retnrns forsuch financial year be not availaUe, then in the ratio of the sums distributetl in the 
lost yearly perioil for which reiums luu available ; and the Ciimmissionei'S of National £duc.ition sliall 
be tlie administrative authority to furnish the pivaci-ibetl CMtiiimte and |irescril>ed account. 

And it is hereby declared that nothing herein contained sliall be deotned or taken in anywise to annul, 
affect, or niter the said Fmxilmse of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (Guaniutec Fund Apportionmeat) llegulatious 
otherwise than may be necessary to give effect to these amendc«l regulations.
